If you look at Matt Brock's ''Plain Speaking'' this month, you will see 
that the first section concerns The Road Warriors. According to Matt, 
“There's a movement afoot to get rid of the Warriors, and as best as I 
can tell, the roots snake their way right up to the top.'' By this, Matt 
means that the NWA itself is involved in the plot to ban the Warriors. 

Many fans may brush this off as just an unsubstantiated rumor. Matt 


himself admitted to me that there isn't even a shred of real evidence at 
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this point that anyone is trying to get The Road Warriors out of 
wrestling. 

But I've been around this sport a long time. And I know that no one 
should ever understimate the powers—-or trickery—of the authorities of 
wrestling.

Manager, Paul Ellering. These people know that driving the Warriors from 
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wrestling is the best way to hurt the controversial manager. 


But the Warriors are successful. They hold the National tag team title,

and, according to many experts, they will go after the NWA World tag teams 
title sometime this summer. Perhaps that is why the NWA is so scared—The ue 

Road Warriors as World champions?

OME OF MY most fascinating ex- 

periences in wrestling have come 
simply by sitting in the back seat of a 
car and keeping my mouth shut. 

Actually, I’m usually traveling with 

Bill Apter, and anyone who knows Bill 
will tell you that you might as well keep 
your mouth shut anyway—you’re not 
likely to get a word in edgewise between 
his Jerry Lewis impersonations and the 


But even if I’m not on the road with 
Bill, I find that keeping my mouth shut 
and my ears open is the best way to 
gather some truly interesting’ 
information. 

Last week, for instance: | was on my way from the 
studios of SuperStation WTBS in Atlanta to a card of 
wrestling in Columbus, Georgia. I was sitting in the back 
seat of a Cadillac. Ronnie Garvin was driving; King Kong 
Bundy was in the passenger seat. 

I was traveling to Columbus to take pictures. Garvin

“Don’t I know it!’ Bundy said. ‘‘He’s just waiting to 
Pearl Harbor you when your back’s turned. No love lost 
between us, that’s for sure. I'd like to see him try some- 
thing, though. I’m just waiting for him to strike first, 
then all hell’s gonna break loose. For his sake, | hope he’s 
got a good medical plan’ 

I just sat there, quietly munching away on a bag of 
cashews. I’ve traveled the road with Garvin in the past, 
but this was the first time I’d been in a car with King 
Kong Bundy. It was remarkable. 

I might as well flush meaningful journalism down the 
toilet and go ahead and tell you that the most memorable 
part of the trip (aside from Garvin and Bundy discussing 
match strategy against The Road Warriors, strategy that I 
promised them | would not reveal here), was quite simply 
the sight of Bundy riding in a car. 

This was a Cadill roomy by any standards. The 
front seat was pushed back as far as it could go in order 
to provide Bundy with maximum room and comfort. 
From my vantage point in the back seat, I couldn’t tell 
how much excess leg room he had. But I did note that he

shifted his weight often, a sign that—no 
surprise—he was uncomfortably 
jammed into a space too small for his 
massive 420-pound body. 
And there was another sight I'll not 
soon forget. Sitting in the back of the 
car, looking at Bundy, I could only see 
his huge shoulders and the back of his 
head. And the folds of skin in his in- 
credibly thick neck—I imagined that 
you could probably drive a nail into that 
neck and he wouldn’t feel a thing. 
All | could think about at that point 
was The Road Warriors attempting to 
double-clothesline Bundy. Even if they 
succeeded, how effective could that ma- 
neuver be against such a man? 

In fact, it was only a few weeks earlier that Hawk and 
Animal had tried to do exactly that in a match in Balti- 
more. They failed, and Bundy came rebounding off the 
ropes using both his arms to double-clothesline The Road 
Warriors! 

My thoughts were interrupted by Garvin speaking to 
me: ‘‘Gonna get some good shots of me and Kong here 
tonight?” i 

“Hope so,” I said. 

“Just be sure you can move fast,’”’ Bundy said, ‘‘be- 
cause if the Warriors try and run away from me, out of 
the ring, I’m going after them, and I'll probably go after 
Ellering, too. The last thing I’ll see is you and your 
camera, and I don’t want you to get hurt.’’ 

“Don’t worry,” I said, “I’ve been there before.” 

And I have. When 420 pounds of angry King Kong 
Bundy is out to obliterate his opponent, and you find 
yourself between the two of them, you suddenly discover 
reserves of adrenaline that you never thought you had! 

It seemed like only a few minutes later that we pulled 
into the parking lot of the arena in Columbus. Garvin got 
out of the car and went to the trunk to get his wrestling 
gear. I watched Bundy get out of the car—it was another 
incredible sight. When | saw Bundy standing next to the 
Cadillac, my mouth hung open in amazement. As large as 
a Cadillac is, | couldn’t figure out how such a big man fit 
into such a relatively tiny space. 

And that night I got some good pictures and I had to 
move fast. Bundy and Garvin didn’t win the National tag 
team belts from The Road Warriors, and Hawk and 
Animal didn’t manage to down Bundy with their double- 
clothesline. 

But the National tag team champions did receive some- 
thing of a beating. Nothing serious. No injuries. But there 
was enough punishment dished out that The Road War- 
riors will not soon forget about the team of Bundy and 
Garvin. 

And if Bundy and Garvin stick together for a while, get 
into the gym and train together, work on some new 
moves and maneuvers, and develop their strategies fur- 
ther, they could even go so far as to dethrone the 
champions. 

They've got the talent, the strength, and the courage. 
All they need now is some more experience together as a 
team.

vorite subject. What they heard 
from Steve O, however, didn’t 
seem to please them. 

“This was the toughest match I 
think I’ve ever had,’’ Steve said: to 
the group. “I know he talks a lot, 
and some people think ‘he’s all talk, 
but trust me, he can back it up. If 
you want proof, come take a look 
at my bruises tomorrow.” 

The man Steve had just wrestled 
was Larry Zbyszko, someone all 
the men assembled in the dressing 
room anticipate having to face in 
the near future. 

There was so much interest in 
Zbyszko that two of the wrestlers, 
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Rheingans and Brunzell, used one 
of their rare days off to attend the 
match. ‘‘We’ve heard a lot of 
things about Zbyszko,”’ Rheingans 
said. ‘‘When I found out he would 
be wrestling in the AWA, I called 
up Bob Backlund to find some- 
thing out about him. Backlund had 
a lot of matches against him in the 
WWF, and he said the Zbyszko 
was the smartest, toughest, most vi- 
cious man he had wrestled as 
WWF champion. There’s a lot to 
find out about this guy.” 

“We've also found out a lot 
about Zbyszko from Rick Martel,”’ 
Brunzell said. “He was in the 
WWE at the same time Zbyszko 
was. You have to find out every- 
thing you can about a future oppo- 
nent. You talk to everyone. You 
make them answer your questions, 
and then you talk to everyone all 
over again.” 

Steve O was not in the mood for 
talking after this particular match, © 
but he recognized his obligation to 
educate his friends about this dan- 
gerous Opponent. “I -knew that 
Zbyszko was strong,’’ he said, 





“and I know he was Bruno Sam- 
martino’s protege before their 
breakup. What I didn’t realize is 
that he was as fast as he was. He’s 
really deceiving.” 

“You had him in the stretch,” 
Brunzell said, referring to Steve O’s 
abdominal stretch. “How did he 
get out?” 

“That was a combination of 
things,’’ Steve replied. “I didn’t 
have my left foot all the way down 
on the mat. He blocked it by turn- 
ing his body into my left leg. So, 
he got hold of the upper part of 
the back of my boot, got a good 
grip on it, pulled up, and hip- 
tossed me over his right side. He 
must have! great lower body 
strength to do that.” 

“That, and he has a low center 
of gravity,” Martel added. ‘You 
could tell when you had him in a 
headlock, Steve. He pushes off 
strong from the mat. He got up a 
lot of momentum to push you into 
the ropes.”” 

“Yeah,”’ Steve agreed. ‘Good 
overall strength, and he’s smart. He 
knows exactly what to do with it. 
He talks a lot in the ring, it’s like 
he’s hyping himself up during the 
match. He talked all the way 
through the match. I don’t know if 
that’ll help any of you, but it was 
something I noticed.”” 

“You know,” Vachon said, “1 
once wrestled a guy who gave away 
everything he did by making noises. 
He used to make this sound before 
he went for a leg sweep... ” 

“No, it’s nothing like that,’ 
Steve. explained. “‘He’s too smart 
for that. It’s like a steady stream of 
conversation. Like a catcher on a 
baseball team.”

HY WOULD AN obvious- 

ly talented wrestler hide that 
talent behind the facade of a 
primping, preening, pretty boy? 
Why would that pretty boy sudden- 
ly shun the mink-collared jackets 
and sequined headbands and claim 
that he doesn’t need these accesso- 
ries to reach the top of his chosen 
profession? Why would this man 
then return to wearing the glamor- 
ous ring wardrobe? And finally, 
why can’t the fans decide whether 
to cheer or boo him? 

Austin Idol, the self-proclaimed 
“Universal Heartthrob,” has expe- 
rienced the adoration and the dis- 
dain of the wrestling ‘fans since his 
debut in 1979. Five years ago, 
Idol’s goal was to. “out-rulebreak”’ 
Superstar Billy Graham, the wres- 
der he admired the most. Idol’s ca- 
reer, which has seesawed between 
being a fan favorite and a rule- 
breaker, has confused the fans and 
the press. On octasion, Idol would 
be admired in one part on the 
country, while fans in another area 
booed him fervently.

Is Idol’s ego at stake in this 
Jeud? He discussed this rivalry, 
possible jealousies, and his image 
with Managing Editor Stu Saks, 


Q: For a short while, you gave up 
the fancy robes and the preen- 
ing. You were just Austin Idol. 
You weren’t a pretty boy any- 
more. What brought about that 
change? 

: First of all, Stu, P’ll always be 
pretty, no matter what I’m 
wearing. I’m the “Universal 
Heartthrob,” and not because 
of the clothes on my back. 
That’s just the way it is. Look 
at this unmarked face. How 
many wrestlers have you met 
who possess smooth, unscarred 
features like these? This is what 
makes me the Universal Heart- 
throb, the one and only. I 
guess you want to know why 
I’m wrestling’s only heartthrob. 





Of course you do. You’re a 
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Jimmy Hart astounds me.

They were 
caught off-guard. I love pleas- 
ing the women, but winning 
comes first. 


: You’ve returned to your role as 


the Universal Heartthrob. A lot 
of people are attributing the 
change to Rick Rude’s arrival 
in the Mid-Southern area. Are 
these people correct? 


: Oh, Stuart, I’m sure you can 


see that this could not be fur- 
ther from the truth. These peo- 
ple you refer to are obviously 
getting paid for every degrading 
remark they utter by that buck- 
et of slime that the wrestling 








community calls Jimmy Hart. 


Hart astounds me, Whenever 
you think he can’t sink lower 
into the gutter, he surprises you 
and does. And this time, he’s 
trying to cash in on the success 
of the Universal Heartthrob. 
He brings some punk kid into 
the Mid-Southern area who 
thinks he might establish some 
sort of reputation by defeating 
Austin Idol. Rick Rude is no

and revealed Sweet Brown Sugar’s 
identity as Skip Young, going on to 
disparage  Sugar's career and his 
heritage. Sugar ‘responded by re- 
moving his mask: and saying that 
he's never had anything to hide 
from anyone, least of all Spoiler 
and Ellering. He went on to say © 
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For Precious Paul Ellering and The Legion of Doom, it was a 
night of humiliation. For Sweet Brown Sugar, it was a 
glorious achievement. And as he raised his arms in victory, 
and the Baltimore fans cheered his accomplishment, Sweet 
Brown Sugar could never have known that he missed 
winning the National heavyweight title by only five days 





that he was going to prove to Spoil- 
er precisely how tough he was,

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blatant rulebreaking. | held an over- 
whelming . advantage throughout 
most of that match, and | claim 
Skip Young’s actions in the match 
to be illegal. 

“What's more, my foot was lean- 
ing against the rope when Skip 
Young covered me for the attempt- 
ed pin,’’ Spoiler continued. ‘‘The 
entire match should be declared 
null and void.” 

“Everyone is talking about how 
The Legion of Doom met its prover- 
bial Waterloo in Baltimore,’’ Eller- 
ing said. ‘Well, the only Napoleon 
in Baltimore that night was the one 
that Skip Young stuffed in his face 
after dinner. It’s common knowl- 
edge that a dropkick from the top 
rope is illegal in Maryland, and I'm 
considering legal action against the 
commissioners of NWA-sanctioned 
wrestling to have the decision in 
that match reversed.'” 

According to a statement re- 
leased from the offices of NWA 
President Bob Geigel, the decision

got as angry in public as we were 
in private. There are some times 
when you know you're right. In- 
stantly, Jerry smiled and we were 
out for ourselves.” 

The fans were outraged. Pro- 
moters begged: them to reconsider. 
Jack recalls, ‘“You’d think we'd 
stolen an orphan’s puppy! They 
called us every name in the book. 
They said we were successful draws 
as fan favorites and why threaten 
their gate receipts. I asked them 
what about a title shot. They 
shrugged their shoulders. I made a 
gesture that’s a little less polite.” 

At first, the change was scary. 
Brisco admits to being shaken the 
first time boos-greeted his entrance 
into an arena. Fans who had faith- 
fully followed the brothers for 
years now cursed at them. In the 
beginning, Jack tried to explain 
why he’d changed. The fans 
wouldn’t listen or else didn’t care. 
Eventually, Jack returned the 
sentiment. 

“What the fans think or do

means less than nothing. to me 
now,” he proclaims. “I wouldn’t 
give you 50 cents for the collected 
wisdom of wrestling fandom. It’s 
embarrassing to think of how much 
their good opinion once mattered 
to me. When I see them cheer 
some of the losers we have to wres- 
tle, I realize their opinion means 
squat. What’s important is keeping 
the belts. The rest is for bums like 
Jay Youngblood who struggle to 
win the fans’ love because they lose 
everything else. 

“T feel better now than I have in 
my entire career. I.feel free. I can 
wrestle who I, want, when I want, 
how I want. No loser in the stands 
dictates how I’ve got to wrestle. 
I’m wrestling better now than I’ve 
ever done before. There’s nothing 
better than being your own man. 

“TI can’t remember how many 
times I did things against my best 
interests because somebody said it 


would: be good for wrestling. | I 
know now that’s only a trick to 
keep wrestlers in line. When it 
comes to Jack Brisco, appealing to 
his love of the sport doesn’t work 
anymore!”” 

Brisco’s face turns hard when he 
continues, ‘This is my business, 
the way I provide for myself. As 
far as I’m concerned, business eth- 
ics is a contradiction in terms. I’m 
out to win, to build up my business 
the best way I can. If that means 
stepping on a few people, that’s 
what business is all about. When I 
retire, [’ll be a rich winner. Wheth- 
er or not I made the fans happy 
doesn’t matter.” 

There’s no denying Brisco is a 
much improved wrestler since he 
became smart. With brother Jerry, 
he, dominates the tag team world. 
When he was a fan favorite, Brisco 
was never more than a mediocre 
athlete whose career was artificially 
built up by promoters. If they’d 
been willing to sustain that false 
reputation, Brisco would probably 
still be the clumsy fan favorite he 
was then. But they forced him out 
on his own, and it was the best 
thing that ever happned to him. 

Now Brisco has realized his po- 
tential. Strategies and maneuvers 
that seemed beyond him are now 
brilliantly executed regularly. From 
deep inside he found there always 
lurked a winner’s instinct. Once 
freed from its constraints, that in- 
stinct has propelled Brisco and his 
brother to the top. Their rise has 
been rewarding, and that reward is 
the NWA tag team championship. 

As for plans for the future, 
Brisco says, “I want to keep doing 
what I’ve been doing. I find I love 
success.” When asked if there’s 
anything he’d like to tell the sim- 
pletons that once cheered and now 
boo him, Jack breaks into the wid- 
est smile of the interview and says, 
“Keep booing. And keep buying 
tickets. But don’t ‘expect to see 
your heroes win. Jerry and I will 
be champions for a long, long 
time.”” a

it got the job done. Mike Von 
Erich is not the kind of man who 
will allow himself to be beaten. If 
there’s a way to win, he'll find it. 
If things get a little messy, he’s 
willing to pay the price. 

After a relatively easy debut 
against part-time wrestler, part-time 
manager Gen. Skandor Akbar, 
Von Erich assumed a schedule of 
matches against the same caliber 
opponents his brothers were facing. 
He even stepped into the ring with 
NWA World champion Ric Flair. 

“That was a match I will proba- 
bly remember for a the rest of my 
life,”? Mike said. “It was a non-title 
match, but the agreement was that 
if I lasted the entire 10 minutes 
without submitting or being pinned, 





Flair would have to give a title 
match to David. Not only did I last 
till the time limit, but most people 
will tell you that I dominated the 
action. David was so proud.” 
Following David’s death, Mike 
was forced to mature quickly. He 
had now become a member of the 
Von Erich three-man team. And he 
had become involved in one of the 
most brutal feuds of our time: the 


Von Erichs vs. The Freebirds. 
There’s no place for a rookie in a 
war like this. The Freebirds 


couldn’t care less that Mike Von 
Erich is only 19 years old, nor 
should they be expected to. “Why 
should they go easy on me?” Von 
Erich asked. ‘I’m certainly not go- 
ing to go easy on them.” 


When it comes to wrestling, the 
word “easy” is not part of Von 
Erich’s vocabulary. Critics might 
say that being a Von Erich, it was 
easy for him to break into wres- 
tling. And perhaps that’s true. The 
fact that he is a Von Erich has 
surely helped him at the box office. 
His name was well-known to the 
fans long before he made his de- 
but. But all that popularity doesn’t 
help him once he steps inside those 
ring ropes. ‘I’ve always followed 
the career of Marvis Frazier, the 
boxer,’’ Von Erich said. ‘‘Marvis is 
Joe Frazier’s son, and everybody al- 
ways said that Marvis got 
opportunites that others wouldn’t 
have, gotten, just because of who 
his father was. Of course, that was 
true. Even Marvis didn’t deny that. 
But his father couldn’t help him 
the night he stepped in the ring 
against Larry Holmes. Sure, Marvis 
got his butt kicked, but he proved 
to the world that he wasn’t scared 
of proving himself. I admire him 
for that.” 

If anything, being a Von Erich 





makes things more difficult for 
Mike, Everyone he faces’ knows 
that a win over a Von Erich will 
receive a great deal of national at- 
tention. Wrestlers get up for 
matches against Mike and_ his 
brothers the way they do for the 
World champion. That would be a 
tremendous burden for anyone, let 
alone a 19-year-old. 

If Mike Von Erich was just an 
average 19-year-old, it is unlikely 
that he would last through his first 
year in the sport. But Mike is a 
Von Erich. Not only does he have 
the Von Erich physical toughness, 
but he has the Von Erich mental 
toughness. Like any rookie, he’ll 
get mad in the ring, but unlike a 
rookie, he’ll never ‘allow his emo- 
tions to dictate how he’s going to 
wrestle. In fact, he’s the oldest 19- 
year-old I’ve ever seen. If he isn’t 
voted Rookie of the Year, I 
wouldn’t be too surprised if he fin- 
ishes highly in the voting for Wres- 
tler of the Year.

fore that announcement. 

Mid-South wrestling President 
Bill Watts has watched the difficul- 
ties between T.A. and Wrestling II 
develop from the beginning. “I'll 
tell you what I really think about 
all of this,” Watts said. “I think 
that Mr. Wrestling II just realized 
that Magnum T.A. outgrew him. 
Wrestling II taught Terry all he 
knew, and with Terry’s youth, his 
strength, and the advantages he has 
from his amateur background, he 
has surpassed Wrestling II. 

“At his point,’’ Watts continued, 
“1 would say that Terry Allen is. a 
better wrestler than Wrestling II, 
and I think II knows the same 
thing. II doesn’t want to see it, 
though, so he slapped the kid 
around on TV, accused him of be- 
ing a disrespectful punk—all of 
that was Wrestling II being angry 
at himself, He made the monster, 
and now the monster is better than 
he is. He just dropped himself a 
notch in the ratings.” 

“I don’t know if I’m a better 
wrestler than he is,’ T.A. says 
when told of Watts’ comments. ‘‘I 
don’t even care. I don’t know how 
this has all happened. All 1 know is 
that I’ve been forced in the last few 
weeks to make some choices that I 
would rather not have to make, 
and no matter what I do, it always 
seems to lead to more of the same. 

“Do I hate Wrestling II? 1: .. I 
don’t know what I feel, to be hon- 
est with you. I’m confused more 
than angry. Everything was going 
so well. I'd like to know what hap- 
pened. I don’t think ... no, I’m 
sure it wasn’t anything I did. The 
Mr. Wrestling II that you see today 
is a completely different man than 
the one I first met.” 

The association between the two 
men began in January, just after 
Allen had been stripped of the 
North American title by the com- 
missioners of Mid-South wrestling

for making a non-sanctioned title 
defense, Wrestling II promised that 
he could help him get the title back 
for the young wrestler. Wrestling 
II, who always gave generously of 
his time to young wrestlers, had 
just coached Brett Sawyer to the 
National heavyweight title in 
Georgia. 

“T wanted that title back,” T.A. 
says, ‘‘and I wanted to learn. 
Wrestling II taught me a lot, and 
no matter what, I’ll always be 
grateful for the things I learned 
from him.” 

It is doubtful, however, that 
Wrestling Il has any feelings left 
for his former student. When he . 
wrestles Allen, the style he encoun- 
ters is a carbon copy of his own. 
The apparatus used to implement 


that style, however, is younger, 
quicker, and more powerful. 

“T can’t help it if I was a good 
student,” T.A. says. “I heard him 
spouting off on TV about how I 
used his kneelift against him. Well, 
the hell with him, because he isn’t 
the first person who ever used a 
kneelift. Who did he learn it from, 
huh? Does he apologize to the guy 
who taught it to him every time he 
kneelifts somebody? I refuse to 
make excuses and apologize for us- 
ing the moves that Wrestling II 
taught me. He offered, and I ac- 
cepted. You can’t take back knowl- 
edge. I’d be cheating myself if I 
didn’t use all my resources.”” 





Allen leans back and takes a 
deep breath. His head hangs down 
as he sits hunched over, his elbows 
resting on his knees. That, small 
burst of anger drains what energy 
remains in his body. His final re- 
mark is blurted out as though he 
hasn’t the resolve to prevent its 
escape. 

“T don’t want to wrestle him,” 
he says, his words hitting the floor 
and bouncing back up.

I’ll make 
sure he never wrestles again if I 
have to, but I don’t know if I’d 
want to keep doing this if it went 
that far.
